Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Seven excisions are required to the publication. In the first instance two category excisions are 
required to remove material which results in the publication as a whole promoting and supporting 
the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. Five further excisions are required to remove 
material involving sexual and physical conduct of a degrading, dehumanising and demeaning nature 
that degrade, dehumanise and demean the women involved, and by extension all women to a high 
degree. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled DocMaCock is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication tends to promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct 
by close focus upon women urinating, and more generally by intending to sexually arouse the 
viewer by the explicit nature of the depiction. The Classification Office recommended two 
category excisions to remove this content and thereby avoid a classification of objectionable under 
s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) . 

The publication also contains a high extent of sexual and physical conduct that degrades, 
dehumanises and demeans the woman concerned, and by implication women in general. The 
conduct and manner of depiction in the material is sufficient to give the publication a classification 
of objectionable under s3(3) of the FVPC Act unless five excisions are made. 

In this instance, the distributor declined to make the recommended excisions. The DVD is 
therefore classified as objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on 
the application of the classification criteria. The classification interferes with the freedom of 
expression, but this is an outcome that is a reasonable limitation and consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications that tend to promote or support the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct are deemed to be objectionable. It also reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to prevent the availability of publications with degrading, dehumanising and 
demeaning content such as that outlined above that are likely to be injurious to the public good. 
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
